SHOULD NOT RETURN 
TO PRKTOO EARLY 


AUSTIN, Jan. 11.—(SpU— While 


influenza 
Is prevalent the 
citi- 
zens of Texas are warned that 
they should not be In to big a 
hurry to return to their work fol- 
lowing a siege of this disease. In- 
fluenza if itself is seldom fatal, 
but 
complications, 
principally 


pneumonia, 
are 
the 
cause 
of 


death, asserts Dr. Geo. W. Cox, 
state health officer. 


The number of cases of pneu- 


monia reported last week was four 
times the usual Incidence of this 
season of the year. 
The increase 
corresponds almost directly with 
the amount of influenza reported. 


The termination 
of the acute 
symptoms of influenza does' not 
indicate 
a 
complete 
recovery. 


Many persons believe this is true 
and return to their dally routine, 
only to suffer a relapse. 
Others 


plod along In a weakened state, 
harbor a sub-acute cold, and by 
continuing to lower their resist- 
ance, invite prolonged trouble. 
Past experience indicates 
that 
the longer an epidemic persists, 
the more severe it becomes. 
The 


possibility 
of complications 
in- 
creases; therefore, early medlcai 
care in any suspected case of In- 
fluenza is very important. 
Suc- 


cess in handling pneumonia 
de- 
pends on early recognition, and 
its onset may be unrecognized by 
the patient. 
In general a sharp 


pain in the chest on breathing 
and 
coughing 
may 
men 
thac 


pneumonia has developed. 
' 
Proper medical care during at- 
tach? of Influenza 
will 
prevent 


persons returning .to work until 
It la safe to do so, and thus lessen 
the chances of having pneumonia.

Police fired over their

into the palace they fired into 
the crowd, killing one rioter and 
wounding eleven. 


Splitting Into small groups, the 


crowd moved on the prison t» 
free the aviators. Stopped there 
by police, they spread through 
the streets, beating and atoning 
police,

windows looting stores, attacking 
automobiles and seizing buses and 
trolley cars. 


Tear gas and carbines

were dead and 30 injured In three 
disturbed sections of tho city.

Wiped Out By Tornado 


Then, on May 6, 1930 disaster 


In the form a cyclone descended 
upon Frost and virtually wiped 
out the town.

away. When news of the disaster 
reached 
the ears of Methodists 


who were then In session at a 
general conference of 
Southern 


Methodist churches in Dallas con- 
tributions began to flow in. And,

•world the church was rebuilt and 
valued at $10,000, with an Indebt- 
edness of $2500.
